That Victory indeed brought the Marine Power

F-ench will venture once more ro play at the Hot-Cockies 
of War, ‘twill be the fame Hand ftill. 

The Fight at Ramelly feems to be a decifive Battle, yet 
that at Hogfedt mutt be the Greater, One was the Founda- 
tion of the Other, One the Pafent, and t’other the Off- 
fring. By that at -/ogfedr, the Sinking Empite was fav’d 
from utter Ruin, the Bavarian: on one Side, and the Ma/e- 
content Hungarians on the other, would have foon Sung 
their Fo Peans in the Streets of Vienna, had it not been for 
that Victory.

Much greater is his Cultivating a 
Good and Sincere Correfyondence betwixt’ Fngland ard 
Holland, putting it out of the Power of our Enemies to 
create a Mifunderftanding betwixt us, which Rivets the 
Intereft of both, the Confequence of which is the Sup- 
port of the Confederacy. |
